CRANTON (Fa.) November 18 
* President Mitchell for the fourth 

successive day occupied the wit- 
hess stand during the two sessions of 
the strike commission, and was cross- 
examined by three attorneys for as 
many coal companies. While a consid- 
erable amount of information for the 
enlightenment of the commissioners 
was brought out, the day was a rather 
quiet one, compared with those that 
have preceded it. The arbitrators are 
growing restless in consequence of the 
long cross-examination, which appar- 
ently does not bring out the facts as 
quickly as the commission would like 
to have them presented. Several times 
during the course of today’s session 
Chairman Gray reminded the attor- 
neys of the value of time, and sug- 
gested that cross-examination be lim- 
ited to new features of those questions 
that have already been gone over. The 
lawyers assured the commission that 
they, too, were anxious to expedite 
matters, and would do everything pos- 
sible to hurry matters along — 
injuring their own case. 

Mitchell has been on the stand since 
last Friday morning, and is showing 
signs of weariness the strain of 
four ion. Thus 
far his attorney, C. 8. Darrow, and 


David Wileox, for the Delaware and 


Hudson: Wayne MacVeagh, for the 
Erie Company; Francis I. Gowen, for 
the Lehigh Valley, and W. W. Ross.

The commisioners today. for the first 
time, entered into the discussion with 
the lawyers and the witness over dis- 
putes which arose from time to time. 

STANT FOR FREFDOM.

SCRANTON (Pa.) Nov. The non- 
unſon mine workers, through their at- 
torneys, John T. Lanahan and Joseph 
O'Brien, have filed the statement of 
their case with the Anthracite Con 
Strike Commission. The statement, in 
part, is as follows: 

The non-union mine workers we 
represent present to the committee the 
following statement of their demands: 

“First—For an increase of 20 per 
cent. upon the price paid during the 
year 1991 to emplovés performing con- 
tract and piece work. 

“Second—For a like increase of 20 


per cent. on the price paid during the

year 1901, to employés paid by the hour, 
day cr week.” 

Continuing, the statement says that 
“instead of desiring a reduction in the 
hours of employment, we insist upon 
a right to work as many hours as we 
choose, and as opportunity affords. so 
as to better our conditions and increase 
our earning capacity.“ 

The statement continues: 

“Third—We demand the adoption at 
each colliery of whatever methods may 
be necessary and practicable to secure 
for the miner a minimum rate of 60 
cents per ton of 2240 pounds upon all 
coal sold from said colliery, the differ- 
entials now existing at the various 
mines to be maintained, 

“Fourth—We protest against the 
making of any agreement between the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
our employers determining what 
wages shall be paid to us, and what 
shall be the conditions of our employ- 
ment, or pretending to deal in any 
respect whatever with our rights or 
interests as mine workers. 

“Fifth—We earnestly protest against 
any agreement being made by our em- 
ployers with the United Mine Work- 
ers of America for the reason that any 
agreement, if made, will render it im- 
possible for us to continue to earn our 
living by our labor in and about the 
mines in which we are now employed, 
or to which such agreement applies and 
will subject us and our families to all 
manner of abuse, violence, outrage a 
probably murder. 

“The non-union men Insist that it 
shall be an indiepensable condition to 
any dealing whatever with any mem- 
bers of the Mine Workers’ Union that 
they shall be required to desist from 
all manner of annoyance to us and our 
families and shall permit us to exer- 
cise our right to earn our living in any 
lawful manner we choose.” 

The statement asks protection for 
non-union men against all acts of in- 
timidation, violence and boycotting, 
and describes how they have been ter- 
rorized during the strike. It concludes 
by guaranteeing that the non-union 
mine workers will abide by the decis- 
jon of the commission on all questions 
decided by them, and agrees, whatever 
decision it reaches, the same shall be 
final and conclusive. 

THAT REIGN OF TERROR. 

Wayne MacVeagh, who began his 
cross-examination of Mitchell on Sat- 
urday, concluded at 11 o'clock today. 
The distinguished attorney centered 
most of his energies in trying to break 
down the miners’ reasons for asking 
for a yearly agreement with the com- 
panies on hours of labor, wages and 
other conditions, which, if made, 
would be recognition of the whion. 
MacVeagh's principal aim throughout 
his questioning of Mitchell was to show 
that the Mine Workers’ Union, because 
of alleged acts of intimidation, vio- 
lence and the use of the Boyuott by 
its members, proved itself unfit to be 
a party to a contract. Mitchell would 
not admit, nor even assume, for the 
sake of illustration, of a reign of ter- 
ror existing in the anthracite fields 
during the last six months. The 
recognition of the reign of terror is 
looked upon as the most important 
question before the commission, and it 
is quite evident from the trend of pro- 
ceedings thus far that the companies 
will support it to their utmost ability. 

Gowen and Ross questioned Mitchell 
principally regarding conditions exist- 
ing at the colleries of the companies 
they represent. These questions were 
more or less technical. Mitchell's an- 
swers, as a rule, differed very little 
from the reasons given in his prelim- 
inary statement to the commision for 


improved conditions for the mine 
workers. 
Interest in the proceedings is not 


waning. The large crowd which has been 
wedged in the courtroom in the pre- 
ceding days of the hearings was in 
evidence. Neither is there a falling

W ASHINGTON, Nov. 18.--[{Exclu- 


sive Dispatch.) If there has 

been collusion between the land 
officers and timber-grabbers in Call- 
fornia, they are likely to feel the heavy 
hand of Secretary Hitchcock before 
many days. Some weeks ago private 
information was received from several 
land districts in Oregon that wholesale 
frauds were being committed. 

An investigation of the quarterly re- 
ports showed great excess of timber 
sales for the quarter ending Septem- 
ber 20 over the previous quarter, and 
even over the entire preceding year. 
An explanation was asked of local 
officers, and the reason they assigned 
for the big sales was that railroad de- 
velopment had created a demand for 
timber lands, and that settlers were 
beginning to buy them up for specu- 
lation. 

Secretary Hitchcock personally 
looked into the matter, and @irected 
that inspectors be sent to Oregon tv 
investigate. “Now comes 
that pretty conclusive evidence has 
been found of collusion between the 
land officers in certain districts and 
the timber-grabbers. When this evi- 
— 2 is in shape, arrests will prob- 

follow 


Similar investigations are to be made 
in Northern California, where Secre- 
tary Hitchcock is convinced that re- 
cent enormous entries of timber lands 
have been made fraudulently. 

In Oregon, it is said, Senator Clark 
of Montana is interested in railroads 
which are accredited with booming 
timber lands. Some years ago Sena- 
tor Clark was charged with obtaining 
many thousand acres of timber in 
Montana through irregular methods, 
but the suit against him by the gov- 
ernment failed for lack of evidence. 

Land-office inspectors in Oregon re- 
port difficulty in obtaining evidence, 
as persons cognizant of collusion are 
personal friends of the registers and 
receivers suspected, while in some 
cases entire neighborhoods appear to 
be “in on the deal.” Every effort Is 
to be made to gather evidence that 
will land the guilty parties behind the 
bars. Meanwhile, the inspectors are to 
look into the condition of affairs in 
the Susanville. Redding, Marysville 
and Oroville districts in California. 


CULLOM PREPARING ATTACK. 


COMPILES ANTI-TRUST BILLS. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator Cullom of Iilinofs, 
who was for many years chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, and who is now chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, is making a comnilation of 
all anti-trust bills ever introduced in 
Congress by reliable legislators and 
A so a compilation of all trust decisions 
ever made by the United States Su- 
preme Court under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The object of this comp!'la- 
tion by Senator Cullom is to frame a 
new anti-trust bill, which he will in- 
troduce tn the Senate on the opening 
day of the sesion. 

This new bill will not only embody 
the bést that has been framed on the 
anti-trust question to date, but will 
contain the President's own ideas on 
curbing trusts, and also Atty.-Gen. 
Knox's ideas, as expressed in his re- 
cent speech in Pittsburgh, where he de- 
clared that competing railroads must 
not be allowed to combine their in- 
terests, and pro ſucers of food, clothing 
and other necessities of life must not 
be permitted to form combines to con- 
trol prices. 

It ig understood that the President's 
recommendations to Congress on the 
trust question will be confined to prop- 
ositions that competing railroads must 
not be allowed to combine, ani tha’ 
producers of the necessities of life, 
who have combined must be curbed in 
their combinations. 


NEW POSTAGE RATES. 

MR. MADDEN’S SUGGESTIONS. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—E4ward C. 
Madden, Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General, In his annual report just made 
public, recommends the establishing 
of the following new postage rates: 
A new rate at 4 cents a pound on all 
publications now adm tted to the second. 
class mall. except daily, tri-weekly and 
semi-weekly newspapers, tn the 
generelly-understood sense of the word 
“newspapers.” This rate is to be paid 
on the bulk welcht, without regard to 
the number of pieces, the same as is 
now the cose under the pound rate: the 
consolidation af the third and fourth 
classes of mail mtater, and that the 
postage thereon be at the rate of 1 


cent for each two ounces or fraction, to 

be prepaid by stamps affixed. 
Congress also is asked te authorize 

the Postmaster-General to accept un-

der suitable regulations mailings of 
large quantities of identical pleces of 
printed matter and small articles of 
merchandise without the necessity of 
affixing postage stamps to the indi- 
vidual pieces. 

The recommendation for the 4 cents- 
a-pound rate is an outgrowth of the 
investigation into the abuses of the sec- 
ond-class mail privileges. Madden says 
that many of the cheaper class of pe- 
riodicals would be given away if the 
law would permit. The practice, it Is 
said, is ta maintain the fiction of a 
subscription price and to give bach its 
equivalent in a permium. The solu- 
tion of the whole problem, he says, is 
that a new postal rate be created and 
applied to all publications now ad- 
mitted to the second class, except daily. 
tri-weekly and semi-weekly and weekly 
newspapers (in the sense the word 
newspaper is generally understood.) 

Concerning the public impression that 
l-cent postage is probable in the near 
future, Mr. Madden says it is altogether 
too soon to consider a reduction of the 
letter rate of postage on the mere ba- 
sis that the reforms in second-class 
mail matter will save enough to the 
government to compensate it for the 
loss of revenue through the reduction 
of the letter rate. 

Mr. Madden recommends that Con- 


gress be requested to pass a law al- 


lowing a reply envelope and reply pos- 
tal card service under a plan for the 
collection of postage at the place of 


| delivery, rather than at the place of 


mailine. He says that nearly $4,000,000 
was expended during the year on ac- 
count of experimental rural free de- 
livery, and that had it not been for this 
large expenditure, the postal service 
for the fiscal year 1902 would have been 
self-sustaining and would have had 
more than $1,000,000 to its credit. 

The report points out a number of 
still existing abuses, among the most 
flagrant of which is stated to be the 
sample-copy privileges and the offer- 
ings of premium to subscribers. 


PHILIPPINE LEGISLATION. 


DISCUSSED WITH ROOT.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Senator 
Lodge, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on the Philippines, and Senator 
Burrows, a member ot the same com- 
mitee. called on Secretary Root today 
and brieffty discussed probable Philip- 
bine legislation at the coming session. 

Senator Lodge says that t the oppo- 
sition is willing to allow legislation rel- 
ative to the Philippines to be enacted 
without long debate, something will be 
attempted in the way of remedying the 
currency situation. and probably in 
the direction of reducing the duty on 
Philippine goods coming into the United 
States. The Senators say it will be 
impossible, with the large amount of 
business pending. to have an exten- 
sive Philippine debate like that of the 
last Congress. 

Both Senators called upon Secretary 
Hay and discussed the Colombian 
treaty for the canal and the reciprocity 
treaty with Cuba. 


NATIONAL PARKS’ NEEDS. 


SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT. 

uhr DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) In his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, G. B. Comly, 
superintendent of the Gen. Grant and 
Sequoia National Parks in California, 
makes the recommendation that the 
giant-forest road be continued as far 
as possible over the route already out- 
lined, but that Instead of about sev- 
enty men being employed in that 
work, as was done this year, the 
force be limited to forty. He also 
recommends the employment of a 
force to work exclusively on repairing 
and constructing tralls, and the con- 
struction of permanent barracks and 
quarters for troops. With a small 
portable sawmill, the dead-and-down 
timber and the timber cleared from 
the road right of way would give 
ample material. 

The Secretary recommends the stdck- 
ing of all available streams in the 
parks with trout; an increase in the 
salaries of the rangers, and the estab- 
lishment of a telephone line between 
the Three Rivers terminus and the 
headquarters camp in the giant forest, 
via Kaweah supply camp. 


FRUIT-FORWARDING CASES. 
NO IMMEDIATE HEARINGS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Probabily within the next 
ten days the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will decide when it will 
have hearings at Los Angeles on unde- 
cided points in the California fruit- 
forwarding cases.

The talk of a 
“big squeeze“ changed to a discussion 
of a “December corner.” and there 
were heard predictions that much 
higher than 70 cents would be recorded 
if the big longs chose. 


“They could hoist the price 10 cents 
today, if they insisted, by a little buy- 
Ing. was the way one well-informed 
trader described the market.

PROTRACTING THE CASE. 

‘RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M. 

SCRANTON (‘Pa.) Nov. 18.—When the 
Arbitration Commission began its 
fourth day's sitting this morning 
Mitchell, who has been on the stand 
since last Friday ,took his place on 
the witness stand, and his cross-ex- 
amination by Wayne MacVeagh for 
the Erje company was resumed. 

It was the general opinion of attor- 
neys today that some arrangement will 
have to be made to shorten the inquiry. 
At the rate progress is now being made 
it will take many weeks to hear both 
Sides to the controversy. If counsel 
takes no action it is likely the commis- 
sion will suggest that something be 
done. The commissioners recognize 
that President Mitchell is the most im- 
portant witness the miners have, and 
they are loath to have matters hurried 
while he is on the stand. His opin- 
jons are looked upon as official, and 
also as reflecting the policy of the un- 
jon. 

Before proceeding to the examination 
John T. Lenahan of Wilkesbarre, one 
of the attorneys for the non-union men, 
who want the commission to take up 
their case, handed to the commission a 
list of 2000 names of non-union men as 
his authority for appearing before the 
arbitrators. He did not wish the com- 
mission to make the names public at 
this time, but as Chairman Gray said 
everything filed with tae commission is 
public matter, names were unoffi- 
clally handed in and were not given 
out for publication. He also filed a 
statement of the non-union demands. 
MacVeagh, in resuming his cross-ex- 
amination, said he would be glad to get 
an expression as to the influence of 
acts of violence on the temper and dis- 
position of the union men said to have 
committed them. The witness § gaid 
that he would not assume that the acts 
of violence are true. 

“If.” said he, Forest City, which 
has been referred to, would be an ex- 
ample of all towns and cities in the 
anthracite field, it would indicate that 
we were very law-abiding, religious 
people.” 

POINTED QU DODGED. 
“The question,” MacVeagh said, is 
whether or not you have taken the 
proper methods to prevent a repeti- 
tion of violent acts when they have 
occurred.” He did not care, he said, 
by whom these acts were committed. 
“What I am trying to show,” he con. 
tinued, is that there is a growing 
spirit of violence and disregard of law - 


influence over them is insufficient to 
keep them law abiding and peaceful, 
as you desire them to be.” 

Under this arraignment of the union 
Mitchell retained his complete compos- 
ure. The question met with a ready 
response. 

“The fear that my influence,” said he, 
“Is not sufficient to deter men from the 
commission of crime is a contradiction 
of the claims made about me.” 

He was free to say that some men 
may have been deterred from going to 
work because of violence, but the strike 
itself lost more in public opinion by 
reason of that than it could possibly 
gain. 

The cross-examiner and the witness 
then plunged into a spirited colloquy 
over the question of whether one man 
has a right to prevent another from 
selling his labor. 

The best answer MacVeagh could 
draw from the miners’ chief was that he 
did not approve of any one committing 
an unlawul act, 

RIGHT TO PERSONAL LIBERTY. 
MacVeagh read a statement regard- 
ing the right to strike as belonging to 
the personal freedom of workingmen. 
He also took the view that in the exer- 
cise of that freedom those who cease to 
work must not interfere with the liberty 
of others who wish to work. 

“We do not want anarchy.” said 
Mitchell. “and that is anarchy, pure and 
simple—the right of every man to do 
absolutely as he pleases, regardless of 
its effects on society.” 

This is the language of very care- 
fully disguised anarchy.” MacVeagh 
remarked, because it is the language of 
Archbishop Ireland.” 

“Archbishop Ireland never expected It 
to be used in that sense. I might say 
Archbishop Ireland is a member of a 
committee of which I am also a mem- 
ber, which has declared for à trade- 
union idea.” 

Answering a further question, Mitch- 
ell declared that if Archbishop Ireland's 
statement meant that men ve no 
right to picket he disagreed with*them. 
itchell added that he did not know 
that the archbishop was regarded as a 
supreme court on trade-union matters 

DEFENDS HIS ORGANIZATION. 

The attorney and the witness wan- 
dered from the rules of cross-examina- 
tion, and indulged in an argument over 
the propriety of any one criticizing acts 
and decisions of courts. 

MacVeagh thought t was wrong to 
follow such a course, and that it tends 
to breed anarchy. Mitchell said he was 
pleased to say the courts as a rule are 
fair, but he regretted that in the course 
of his experience he had found some 
judgwes against labor. He referred to 
Judge Jackson of West Virginia, who, 
he said, had made a great many serious 
reflections on men who gave up their 
lives in the cause of labor. He added 
that there were no anarchists in the 
trades unions. Mitchell said no local 
union had ever expelled a man from 
the union for belonging to the National 
Guard, and that no national labor union 
of any kind had ever done such 4 
thing. A little union in New York State 
he said, had take such action, and it 
had been heralded over the country. 
He was not responsible for what other 
organizations did. 

As soon as MacVeagh had finished, 
Judge Gray announced that the com- 
lesion did not wish to limit the liberty 
of any one appearing in this case as rep- 
resenting others. but they believed they 
mad obtained as much information as 
they are likely to get on the subjects 
touched upon. 

Judge Gray announced, however, that 
if there was any new line of examina- 
ton, the commission would not object 
to hearing the testimony.

Commissioner Wright asked: “Do ve u 
consider it justifiable for the employ- 
ers in a certain district. in order to re- 
wat the demands of the labor union, to 
paralyze that industry or any group of 
industries.“ 

No. I do not think: it 
Mitchen replied. 

“Would the same answer be made if 
I should substitute unions instead of 
‘employers?’ 

“I think in either case,” answered 
Mr. Mitchell, “some other avenue of 
adjustment than the paralysis of the 
industry should be sought.” 
Mitchell, answering the Commissioner, 
said the United Mine Workers did not 
incorporate because the step was not 
necessary. An organization, to become 
financially responsible, he said 
must have a large fund, and this the 
working people did not have. He ale 
that employers who object to treating 
or contracting with the union because 
it is not incorporated would oppose the 
treating with it anyhow. 
Commissioner Wright asked Mitchell 
what he meant by recognition af the 
union, and the witness said. 

“It means that employers shall make

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
SCRANTON (Pa.) Nov. 18.—In the 
afternoon Ross's line of examining 
was for some time directed toward test. 
ing Mr. Mitchell's knowledge of bitum- 
inous mine working, the number of 
men employed, the wages paid, and a 
comparison of these with the wages 
paid in the anthracite feld Regard- 
ing the number of hours the men work 
in the hard coal regions, Mitchel! said 
that when the breaker runs ten hours 
the men usually work seven, eight or 
nine hours. When, the breaker runs less 
the men work in proportion. On the 
average, however, the men worked 
more hours-than the breakers. 

“As a matter of fact.” eaid Ross, 
“has not your organization stopped the 
miners from working on the days when 
the breakers were idle?” 
Mitchell admitted that in this district 
the rule is that the men@hali not pre- 
pare coal on ale days. This, he said. 
was for the purpose of preventing 
favoritiam. 
“You have spoken of the éxistence of 
favoritism,” Ross said, “and you re- 
ferred to the excessive system of dock- 
ing. Do they exist in our mines? 
“That is my information,” was the 
reply. 

SOME OF THE RULES. 
In reply te another question by Ross, 
Mr. Mitchell declared that the rule of 
the local unions not to prepare coal 
when the breakers were idle did not 
have for its object the restriction of 
the output. 

“If these miners should be permitted 

to work,” asked Ross, “on these idle 
days the output would have been 
greater, would it not 
“I don't know whether your com- 
pany wanted more coal than the min- 
ers produced or not.” 
“We have wanted for several years 
all the coal we could get. We have 
never been able, really, to supply ouf 
orders.“ 

That information,” Mitchell an- 
swered, is much different from what I 
usually got from the men you repre- 
sent, because they said their sales were 


limited entirely by the competition of 
bituminous coal.“ 

We are not discussing competition 
at present,” Mr. Ross remarked. 
“During this era of prosperity we 
worked all the miners we could to ad- 
vantage.” 

“I say.” said Mitchell, further an- 
ewering the question, that that infor- 
mation is contrary to the statements 
made by the presidents of your com- 
panies.” 

SKETCHES HIS CAREER. 

At the request of counsel, Mr. Mit- 
chell here gave a history of his con- 
nection with organized labor. He said 
that he secured a recognition of the 
union and a change of from ten hours 
to eight in the State of Illinois in the 
spring of 1898. There was no strike. 
“We did what we are trying to do here 
—we asked the operators to meet us, 
and we agreed on an advance of 18 
per cent. and an eight-hour day.” 

After some unimportant testimony 
as to a comparison of wages, the so- 
cial features of the coal fields was 
taken up and Mitchell said he could 
not see any other reason in child la- 
bor than that the families required the 
money to live on, the exception being 
where the people may be inhuman. 
He then reiterated his former state- 
ment that the minimum wage should 
be $600 a year. : 

“We might want to go to the sea- 


shore,” said he. 
Speaking with a little sarcasm, 
Mitchell said that the company had 


some employés who had visited Fi- 
adelphia once in twenty-four years, 
and that they thereby had an im- 
portant event in their lives to relate 
to their grandchildren.

DEFEATS RESOLUTION IN FAVOR 
OF OLD-AGE PENSIONS.

Hot Fight on the Proposition, but 
Delegates With Socialistic Leanings 
Lost the Day—No Avowed Candi- 
date Against Gompers for Presidency. 


— — — 


THE ASSOCIATED 
NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 18.—The sal- 
ary of the president of the American 
Federation of Labor was this after- 
noon inereased.from $2100 per annum 
to $3000, and the salary of the secre- 
tary from $1800 to $2500. 

The increases were voted after a long 
debate, in which fully thirty delegates 
participated. The original resolution 
presented by Delegate Berger of Mil- 
waukee provided that they should be 
$4000 and $2400, respectively. The com- 
mittee to which the matter was re- 
ferred reported in favor of increasing 
the salary of the president to $2400, and 
that of the secretary to $2100, but the 
report of the committee was voted 
down, and the salaries were increased 
to the amounts stated. 

A feature of the debate was the at- 
tempt of the Socialists in the conven- 
tion to fix the president's salary at 
$4000, though they subsequently, on mo- 
tion of Max Hayes of, Cleveland, pre- 
sented the resolution which fixed the 
salary at $3000, ° 

Delegate Berger, speaking in behalf 
of the Socialist element, which is op- 
posed to the policy of the present ad- 
ministration of the organization, al- 
though it has no particular objection 
to President Gompers or Secretary 
Morrison, as individuals, urged the 
resolution for a $4000 salary, saying: 
This is not a personal measure. 1 
say frankly that if the Socialists had 
the power in this convention § they 
would turn out Gompers, Morrison and 
the entire executive board and elect 
Socialists, in order to carry out a So- 
clalistic policy in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. Rut the Socialists 
are fair, and they believe that labor 
organizations should not exploit, their 
officers and employés. On the con- 
trary, labor organizations ought to pay 
the best of wages. Our treasury per- 
mits it and our organization, compris- 
ing nearly one and a half million work- 
ers, ought to pay a fair salary.” 

The special committee having be@ore 
it the dispute between President Gom- 
pers and President Shaffer of the 
Amalgamated Association, finally or- 
ganized this afternoon by selecting Lee 
A. Tanquary of the Telegraphers as 
the fifth member. 

It spent the entire afternoon in tak- 
ing testimony, but does not expect to 


be able to present a report before 
Thursday morning. It Is almost a 
foregone conclusion that the report 


will be in favor of President Gompers. 

The committee on the President's an- 
nual address presented its annual re- 
port and declared that it was opposed 
to his suggestion of the formation of a 
national labor union. 

The executive council reported un- 
favorably upon the report of the Broth- 
erhood of Carpenters and Joiners ask- 
ing for the revocation Of the charter 
of the Amalgamated Association 93° 
Carpenters on the ground that the 
charges were not sustained. The con- 
vention concurred: in the recommenda- 
toin. At 6:30 o'clock the convention ad- 
journed until tomorrow. 

There is as yet no avoWed candidate 
for the Presidency against Gompers, 
but there is quite an element among 
the delegates who are opposed to him, 
and they are casting ahout for a can- 
didate. At present their cholce for the 
position is Vice-president James Dun- 
can, who has not yet, however, said 
that he will run. The anti-Gompers 
faction will make a strong effort to 
induce him to make the race. It ts 
admitted. however, even by those who 
are opposed to Mr. Gompers, that 
there is small chance for beating him,

Explosions Have Been Heard for Miles 
Around and Smoke, Dust and Some 
Lava Have Issued from Crater—Earth- 


quakes Accompany Volcanic Activity. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—-A.M.) 
SALT LAKE (Utah) Nov. Ace- 
cording to Dr. D. A. Turner of Milford, 
Utah, an eld volcano, forming part 
of the Wasatch range in Southern 
Utah between Beaver and Piute coun- 
ties, which apparently has been en- 
tinct for centuries, has broken out 
afresh. Explosions, apparently emi- 
nating from the crater, have been 
heard for miles around, while at times 
columns of smoke and dust have arisen 
from the old volcano and new lava for- 
mations, still very hot, have been found 
o nthe sides o fthe mountain. 
“There have been a number of slight 
earthquekes in that vicinity, recently,” 
said Dr. Turner, “and we have heard 
explosions for a distance of thirty miles 
fro mthe crater. Not long ago I ae- 
cended one of these o volcanoes and 
found a small quantity f lava’ that 
apparently had recently overflowed 
from the crater, for it was ti very 
hot. Several times of jate, smoke and 
dust in considerable quantities have 
been arising from the crater. Yester- 
days earthquake, which was quite se- 
vere in that locality, was fresh - 
dence of renewed volcanic activity in 
the Wasatch range.”

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Four thousand seekers for positions 
bombard the Courthouse, eager to 
draw salaries from the county for the 
next four years. They all are Re- 
publicans, and if their statements are 
correct they have done some marvel- 
ous campaigning during the past few 
months for the officers-elect. 

Although all county offices are 
filled by Republicans and the officers 
just elected are Republicans, there is 
likely to be a pretty clean sweep in 
the big red bullding on the hill. Po- 
litical debts will be paid, and the nu- 
merous deputyships are lovked on 
with longing by the workers. Om 
cers-elect are assailed on every hand 
by men who would like to be “four 
years more in clover,” and the woes 
of the candidate are as nothing com- 
pared with those of the man whe has 
been chosen to fill office. 

It is estimated ‘that seekers for po- 
sitions represent nearly one-fourth of 
the entire Republican vote of the 
county. There are many who say this 
estimate is too low. 

“There are 130 positions in the 
Courthouse,” said a county politician 
yesterday, and there are at least 
one hundred applicants for each one.” 

This statement may be somewhat 
exaggerated, but officers-elect think it 
is underestimated. Judged by pre- 
vious changes of administration, it ts 
not far out of the way. Four years 
ago there were twenty-eight appli- 
cants for the office of chief clerk in 
one office that has no other patron- 
age. This position requires knowledge 
of a technical nature and hardly can 
be classed with the numerous clerical 
positions that demand nothing more 
than ability to read and write. 

CLEARINGHOUSE FOR JOBS. 

It was announced yesterday that 
the officers-clect will make no assign- 
ments until after the city election. 
They have formed a sort of clearing- 
house and will meet within a few days 
to discuss the matter of appointments. 
The qualifications of all applicants, as 
well as their claims for reward, will 
be discussed at this meeting, and an 
attempt will be made to distribute 
the patronage where it will do the 
most good. Out of the thousands of 
applicants for the 130 positions, it is 
expected to make selections that will 
reward the workers and at the same 
time give to the county an efficient 
corps of clerks and deputies. 

The plan as announced is for each 
officer-elect to canvass the list of ap- 
plicants for positions in his depart- 
ment and from them to choose those 
best fitted for the

ments, the Clerk possibly wishing to 
reward a supporter who may have no 
qualifications for office work, but who

From the hearing before the Super- 
visors yesterday, it would appear that 
Garvanta is torn to shreds over the 
matter. Not only that, but there is 
trouble hanging oyer the Garvangza 
church. 

Yesterday Bev. Mr. Bell stated to 
the Supervisors with emotion that he 
had been accused of mercenary mo- 
tives because he had spoken at the 
former board meeting in favor of one 
of the two warring gas companies. He 
said that there were people who said 
they wouldn't come to his church be- 
cause of the stand he had taken in 
opporing the Lowe gas plant. But he 
said he was an American citizen, and 
had a right to express himself. 

He stated privately to a reporter 
that most of these malcontents were 
outsiders, who didn't belong to his 
church. 

It seems that Rev. Beil is interested 
in the College of Fine Arts ccoaducted 
by Prot. Judson in Garvanga, over- 
looking the scene of the proposed gas 
plant. He represented to the board 
that the sight of a gas manufactory 
is not an inspiration to the youthful 
painter trying to commune with his 
muse.

The sublimity of this chapter is seen 
in the fact that everywhere apart from 
the influence of it polytheism and idol- 
atry prevail. The unity of God and 
His worship as the sole Creator of all 
things, is maintained only by those na- 
tions Which have accepted this chapter 
as a true end divine revelation. Outside 
of Jews, Mohammedans and Christians, 
ali of whom accept this chapter as of 
divine authority, polytheism and idol- 
atry vitiate all systems. 
Wherever it hus been accepted this 
chapter has cut those inveterate errors 
up by the roots. 

COMPATIBLE WITH SCIENCE, 

At the same time the advancement of 
science has served rather to enhance 
than to detract front our admiration of 
this remar problem to the grand 
book of di velution. Within its 
ample fold fs opportunity fer 
every real discovery of science to find 
shelter. With such remarkable wisdom 
has the language of this chapter been 
chosen to avoid conflict with modern 
science that sv great a geologist as 
Prof, J. D. Dana of Yale College as- 


was impossible to account for it excep. 
on the theory of divine inspiration. 

In the opening verse it shuis off con- 
troversy concerning the age of the 
earth, and indeed of the solar sysiem, 
by the simple statements that the 
heaven and the earth were created in 
the “beginning,” without any asser- 
tion how long ago that beginning was. 
But that the solar system had a begin- 
ningning is proved by modern science 
with such clearness that the boidest 
evolutionist cannot gainsay it. The 
modern doctrine of the conservation of 
energy proves that the present order 
of things has not always existed. The 
sun is cooling off. Its heat is rapidly 
radiating and wasting itself in empty 
space. in short, ,the solar system is 
running down, and it is as clear as 
noonday that the process cannot have 
been going on forever. Even the nebu- 
lar hypothesis implies a beginning, and 
no wit of man ever devised a better 
statement of that fact than is found 
in the opening verse of the Bible. 

After this compact and forceful state- 
ment of the theme of his discourse the 
writer takes up matters in detail and 
shows that there is no foundation for 
polytheism. Those who worship the 
light of the sun or the moon or the 
Stars or the earth or the fish of the sea 
or creeping things or the beast of the 
field, or anything which man's hands 
have made, are worshiping created ob- 
jects. Why not worship the Creator 
rather than the creature? 


CREATION WAS GRADUAL, 


serted with great emphasis that 


This whole first chapter of Genesis is 


based upon the principle of progress in 


this method of creation. The universe 


was not brought into existence instan- 


taneously. It was not complete at the 


outset. In the beginning we have mere- 
ly the physical forces out of which 
the grand structure is do be made by 
a gradually unfolding, er if one pre- 
fers to say 80, an “evolutionary” pro- 
cess. This is equally true whatever

(Hebrew vom.) Why should an Al- 
mighty Creator need six days, even if 
only twenty-four sours long, to create 


the world in’? The answer is that the 


Creator not only possesses almighty 
power, but has infinite wisdom, and 
has seen fit to choose a method of cre- 
ation which invoives “‘firet the blade, 


then the ear, then the full corn in the 


ear. 
That there is a-divine plan of evo- 


lution, appears on the face of this whole 


chapter. The creation is begun by 
bringing into existence the simplest 
forms of matter, and continued by im- 


posing upon them those activities of 


force and energy which produce light. 
This is followed by the segregation of 
the matter which forms the earth, and 
the separation of land from water, 
and of the water upon the earth from 
that which is held in suspension in the 
air. If anyone wishes to carp over the 
word “firmament,” and insists upon 
its bald literal meaning, he is forbid- 
den to do se by the subsequent state- 
ment (Gen. I., 20) that the birds are 
made to fly above the earth in the open 
firmament of heaven. The medium 
which held up the water in the clouds 
was one through which the birds could 
fly.

O NEW CHARTER 
FOR LONG BEACH. 


TRUSTEES FROWN ON SCHEME 
FOR TOWN REORGANIZATION. 


Progressive Citizens Displeased Be- 

cause of Board's Action—Proposed 

City Sewer System Estimated to Cost 
Thirty-five Thousand Dollars. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 18.—The City 
Trustees acted unfavorably last night 
on the petition asking that an election 
be called to choose freeholders to frame 
a new city charter. The board tabled 
the petition, Members of the hoard say 
that the matter may be taken up again 
later. but about town the proposition 
for the city’s reorganization is looked 
upon as “killed,” 

The board acted on a committee re- 
port. The report Was presented by 
Trustees Hendrickson, Cate and Camp- 
bell, composing the Ordinance and Ju- 
diclary Committee, 

“Much has been said.’ was the lan- 
guage of the report, “about the ad- 
vantage of a especial charter for our 
city in a general way, but so far no 
specific advantages have been cited. 
The honorable Mayor and attorney of 
Pasadena spoke in favor of a special 
charter, but simply as a glittering gen- 
erality, and as applied to their larger 
city. In making a careful study of the 
Pasadena and Redlands charters we 
fail to find any special advantages 
which they would give to our city, and 
only very slight changes from the 
rights we already have under the gen- 
eral law now governing us as a sixth- 
class city.” 

The report said that the Pasadena tax 
limit (other than for bonds and schools) 
is $1 on $100. The report further said 
that the present Long Beach limit is 7+ 
cents, but that the present year's levy 
is only 65 cents. The report stated the 
provisions of the Pasadena charter re- 
specting offices and salaries, and con- 
tinued: 

“It is possible that a city as large as 
Pasadena needs this elaborate, exten- 
sive and expensive city government, 
but we do not believe Long Bach or 
any city of its size needs other officers 
than are provided for by the general 
law.” 

The report intimated strongly that the 
signers of the petition in question did 
not consider the question carefully, and 
that one-sided statements were made 
to them as an inducement to them to 
sign. It was declared in the report 
that in order to change the city charter 
as proposed an expense of about $2000 
or more would be incurred. The items 
of cost as stated are: An official census, 
advertising and holding election of free- 
holders, advertising charter, adver- 
tising and holding an election, 
adopting charter and election of 
officers. “If the people, after thorough 
investigation, should vote it down,” suid 
the report, “as several cities have 
done, this won be a large amount to 

othing.” 
mat & in the report that it 
the board should call the election as 
requested, and if proper time should be 
given for its consideration, the finished 


— 


charter could not be ready in time to 


be presented at the coming session of 


the Legislature. 
In conclusion, the report said: We 
now have several important matters 


before us, and, as it is impossible to 
complete the charter in less than two 
years, we believe the other matters, 
and especially the sewer matter, should 
be given the precedence, so that the 
people and the Board of Trustees can 
give it their undivided attention, and, if 
thought best, a little later, we can then 
give the charter question our undivided 
attention.“ 

There is a good deal of soreness be- 
cause of the board's action. Several 
days ago it was arranged to have a con- 


ference Monday morning between rep- 


resentatives of the Good Government 
League, which was backing the peti- 
tion, and of the Civic League, which is 
pretty close to the present city admin- 
istration. There was an understanding 
that if the two committees would for- 
mulate a joint report the City Trustees 
would undoubtedly act on it. The com. 
mittees selected were composed of . J. 
E. Taylor, J. A. Miller, Jesse Driskill 
and R. Brown for the Good Government 
League, and W. W. Lowe, 8. Towns- 
end, F. II. Robinson and J. 8 Watson 
for the wie League. When the time 
came for the gathering Mr. Townsend 
and Mr. Robinson failed to appear, and 
the plan for having the meeting was 
abandoned.
